ES, I know how people with Siamese 

cats are. But we're different. We don't 
use them as child surrogates (we have three 
children, who are bother enough) we don't 
let them dominate us, and we go out of 
our way not to be cute about them. In 
fact, I never speak of them at all, unless 
some incautious visitor admires them or 
complains about the female's using his leg 
for a scratching post.

I say all this in order to prove that my 
account of what happened to our friend- 
ship with Felicia is a perfectly objective 
one.

One of them offered to go in the 
guise of a priest to give aid to the old woman. 

When he pounded on her gate, she looked out and told him that she was sc 
poor that she couldn't give him any alms. 

“I’ve come to help you,” he answered, and gave her a golden charm, saying, 
“Boil this in water and whatever kind of food you want, you shall have.” 

She hardly believed him, but she did as he told her, and behold! there 
was a kettle full of meat dumplings, not only for herself and her son, but 
also enough so she could feed the dog and the cat. 

After that, they fared well until one day the golden charm was stolen. Alas! 
What could they do? Fortunately the cat had seen the thief and knew where he 
went. However, it was across a stream, and the Chinese cat disliked water as 
all cats have, even to this day. But the dog who was a strong, brave fellow was 
beginning to feel the pangs of hunger since the loss of the charm, so he said, 
“Jump onto my back and I'll swim across.” Thus they crossed the stream. 

In time they found the charm, and having secured it, they started home. 
As they came to the stream’s edge, the dog warned the cat who was carrying 
the charm in her mouth, “If a fish leaps from the water, you mustn't try to 
catch it, or you will surely lose the charm.” All went well till they reached 
midstream when splash! A fish leaped from the water. Involuntarily the cat 
tried to catch it and in doing so, the charm dropped from her mouth and sank 
out of sight. 

It so happened that a frog had been watching proceedings. At once the dog 
and the cat appealed to the frog for help. Into the water he dived and in a mo- 
ment he came to the surface with the charm in his mouth. Once again the 
dog and the cat went on their way, but not without first thanking the frog. 

Having safely reached the stream bank, they went as swiftly as possible to 
the old woman’s home. Upon seeing that the cat had brought back the charm, 
the old woman went into raptures of delight over her and, completely ignoring 
the dog, left him outside the gate. Such treatment so enraged the dog that 
from that time to the present dogs have had an uncontrolled enmity for cats. 
It all came about because that Chinese cat had accepted in selfishness the 
praise which rightfully should have been shared with the dog. 

This may be only a folk tale, but perhaps it is as good an explanation as 
any in giving the origin of the usual antipathy between dogs and cats, and it 


shows us that like all peoples, the Chinese have woven the cat into the structure

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FOUR CATS AND A SNAKE

Was it, I wondered, a rock, a cloud, a 
plane—as they say of Superman? From 
where I sat on the sunny side of our porch, 
surrounded by our four cats—Flossie, 
Fluff, Glowworm, and William—lI could 
see only an ill-defined mass beneath one 
of the cedar bushes by the front steps. 
Then the mass moved, uncoiled, and 
slithered out into the open, and I felt, as 
Emily Dickenson so aptly put it 
the bone’—the was a 
rattlesnake! 

Often in the spring and summer, our 
porch steps, which have a southern expos- 
ure, attract snakes. I have come across 
many harmless varieties sleeping com- 
fortably there in the baking heat. But I 
had never before been visited by any poi- 
sonous species. 

This time, to make matters worse, I 
was convalescing from a badly sprained 
ankle, and if the snake decided to come 
up the porch stairs to my cane chair the best 
I could do would be to crawl for the front 
door and hope I made it before he did. 
My mother, who had been looking after 
my wants during my convalescence, had 
gone into town to the store, and I was 
alone on one hundred acres of farm and 
timberland, crippled, and with a very un- 
predictable rattlesnake not five feet away.

With the snake’s first movement I heard 
a thud at my side, and saw that all four 
cats had jumped to their feet as one crea- 
ture, and were staring at the reptile. They 
were very domestic cats, genteelly raised, 
pampered and protected from every danger, 
and I expected them to run in all directions 
when they realized the peril of the situa- 
tion. Instead, all four sniffed the air until 
they identified the intruder—I could almost 
see the electric shock that went through 
each one on recognition of that reptilian 
smell! 

Then, as if some invisible signal had 
been given, all four, keeping close together, 
glided, not away from, but toward, the 
snake. 

They fanned out at the bottom of the 
steps and surrounded the snake in an al- 
most perfect circle. I noted that each one 
kept outside the rattler’s striking range— 
far enough away so that the snake, flattened 
out its entire length, would just miss them. 
They never let this distance be diminished, 
and when the snake moved toward any one 
of them, they moved back just that same 
distance. (I thought of the ancient Egyp- 
tian belief that cats are favored by the gods 
with secret wisdom, and I wondered if this 
instinct was one of them.) 

The snake had by this time been roused 
by the movement around him, and had 
coiled up in typical striking stance. I 
watched with my heart in my mouth, 
wondering which of my pets would be 
sacrificed to those fangs before help came. 

Then Flossie, our little elfin brown acro- 


bat, made a marvellous, unbelievable leap 
—she went straight up into the air, came 
down directly on the snake’s head, just 
behind the jaws, bit hard at the base of the 
skull there, and with almost the same 
movement was back again in her place in 
the circle. 

The snake struck at her twice, each time 
just missing, as he moved back. 

Almost immediately after Flossie’s leap, 
Glowworm, her sister, made the same leap, 
and followed the identical procedure, with 
the fierce single bite on the neck of the 
snake, and the quick backward leap. Fluff 
and William did the same, in turn. Wil- 
liam, being a tom, was not as light on his 
feet as the females, and I watched fearfully 
as he went through the air, his big feet 
and long tail flopping. He came down 
unscathed, though, and the snake, now con- 
fused and disorganized, began gliding out 
into the yard, apparently seeking an escape. 

The cats followed, still in their magic 
circle, harassing him one after another, like 
a finely coordinated battalion at war. Never 
once did they mistake, and two leap at the 
same time, and never once did they miss 
their target—that one spot at the base of 
the snake's skull. One after another in the 
same rotation did they leap—Flossie, Glow- 
worm, Fluff, and William—leap and _ re- 
turn, leap and return, until the snake, 
weakened and bewildered, slid out over the 
highway that runs in front of the farmhouse 
and into the brush on the other side. I 
think he must have informed his relatives 
about what happened, because I have not 
seen another rattlesnake to this day. 


The cat battalion—as | have called them 
since that day—got chicken for dinner that 
night, and I am sure they wondered why 
I picked them up and hugged them when- 
ever they came near my chair. 

But there was one thing they probably 
didn’t wonder about that 1 did—and have 
been wondering about ever since: when 
cats leap on a prey, they simply leap and 
stay where they land, often not injuring 
the prey at all, initially, (1 have seen 
Fluff, when full-fed, leap on a mouse, play 
with it gently for several minutes and 
then unconcernedly let it escape, uninjured 
—much to my chagrin). 

But with the snake, it was as if all the 
cats knew that here was an adversary which 
would not only brook no preliminary play- 
ing with, but must be fought to kill and 
kill quickly. And they also knew in some 
way about that deadly strike, which must 
be avoided by the peculiar backward-for- 
ward leap which all of them employed 
when jumping on the snake, and which I 
had never seen them use either before or 
since in dealing with an enemy. 

But our cats, raised, as I said, as genteelly 
as southern girls in plantation days, never 
having seen a poisonous snake in their 
whole feline existences—how did they 
know these things? How did they know?

2) To prepare and distribute through 
humane societies, cat clubs, veter- 
inarians, schools, Boy Scouts, Girl 
Scouts, cat lovers, and others litera- 
ature on the care of cats and 
kittens. 

3) To sponsor through veterinary 
hospitals and schools such re- 
search into cat diseases as is com- 
pletely humane in purpose and 
execution. 

4) To get to the root of the entire 
problem of strays by encouraging 
in every way possible the neuter- 
ing and spaying of all pet cats. 


These are noble purposes, but they can 
be accomplished, and they will be accom- 
plished if all of us in the cat world will 
give thought to the benefits that will come, 
not only to strays and unfortunate cats, but 
to all of us and our cats if we can work 
together. Just as long as there are starving, 
diseased cats roaming the streets of our 
cities with no one to care about them cat 
diseases such as enteritis and pneumonitis 
will continue to strike pet cats and show 
cats alike. It is among the strays that the 
reservoir of disease is always building up, 
threatening death and suffering to our own 
cats throughout all their lives. 

That’s the selfish “me and my cat” 
reason for trying to promote better care 
of strays, and more research into cat dis- 
eases. The bigger reason and the best rea- 
son for a national cat movement with the 
purposes of National Cat Fund is that few 
of us who love cats can rest easily so long 
as we know of the dangers and suffering 
faced by stray cats and sick cats, and of the 
pitifully feeble efforts which are being 
made to help them. 

How great National Cat Fund accom- 
plishments can be, I do not, know, but 
I believe them to be limitless. NCF will 
not directly enter the humane field, but 
through its grants to individual cat shelters 
it will help the present workers in the field, 
and will encourage the establishment of 
new cat shelters in areas which they do not 
now exist. 


Its educational campaign will insure that 
pets who do have homes will receive 
proper care and appreciation, and that chil- 
dren and adults throughout America will 
be continuously informed on cat care. 

Its contributions for investigation of cat 
nutrition and diseases will be made only 
when there are absolute guarantees that 
the procedures and purposes of the investi- 
gation are thoroughly humane. This part 
of our program has been endorsed by Dr. 
Jean Holzworth of Angell Memorial Hos- 
pital and will be conducted in consultation 
with her. There is no question but that 
millions of cat lives and much suffering 
can be saved from the medical advances 
which it is reasonable to think can be dis- 
covered from a consistent, humanitarian re- 
search program.

The spaying/neutering program would 
have a dual accomplishment. A reduction 
in the whole cat population would im- 
mediately eliminate much disease, suffer 
ing, and starvation on the part of stray cats KITTENS 
and at the same time would encourage pet 
owners to treat their cats better, since they 
could not be so easily replaced. 

Yes, these are noble purposes. Because 
I think they can be accomplished, I have 
accepted the secretaryship of National Cat 
Fund. The other officers and the Board of Box 722

We may pass from the folk tale to 
proverbs which are, in a sense, akin, for 
they all represent the wisdom of Chinese 
culture as it came through long centuries. 
The dog-and-cat hatred is shown in this 
one: “If the dog goes when the cat comes, 
there will be no fight.” Henry H. Hart in 
his “700 Chinese Proverbs” gives us two 
others which should be mentioned here. 
“A rat who gnaws at a cat's tail invites de- 
struction” and “When the cat has gone, the 
rats come out to stretch themselves.”* At 
once we think, “When the cat's away, the 
mice will play.” 

“We raise a cat to catch a mouse” is 
a line from a well-known Chinese “Mother 
Goose” rhyme. And that expresses the utili- 
tarian purpose of keeping cats in China. 
It has been their business to catch not only 
mice but also rats. Even from the earliest 
times their place in the economy of the 
country was recognized. In the ancient Clas- 
sics early ceremonies were described,— 
sacrifices which were instituted by a king 
who ascended the throne 2357 B.C. 
Amongst others, offerings were presented 
to “the representatives of the cats, because 
they devoured the rats and mice which 
injured the fruits of the fields.” 

In various areas different beliefs were 
held about cats. In some places they were 
looked upon as bringers of good luck. For 
example, in regions in which silkworms 
were reared, protection had to be taken 
against rats which would destroy the silk- 
worms. Naturally, in such areas cats were 
looked upon with favor. Even the pic- 
ture of a cat, if pasted onto the wall, was 
believed to be powerful enough to frighten 
rats away.

The coming of a cat was also thought to 
be a bad omen. Cats were supposed to know 
where rats and mice would be plentiful, 
and the coming of a strange cat to a 
home was believed to foreshadow financial 
ruin. Bad luck also came if a cat were 
stolen from a home. In that connection 
there is a line from another Mother Goose 
rhyme which says, “If you steal some- 
body's cat (or dog), you'll grow a pimple 
that will make people stare at you.” 

In some parts of China cats were rela- 
tively scarce, so that people had to take 
care lest their pets were stolen. 

Chinese artists and craftsmen have given 
us some of our most intriguing representa- 
tions of Chinese cats. Take, for example, 
the scroll heading this article showing 
“Kittens at Play,’ which may be seen in 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art in New 
York City. Those kittens had the same 
appeal for the Chinese painter that they 
have for us. Our cover is from another de- 
lightful painting, one of the treasures of the 
Freer Gallery of Art, the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, at Washington, D. C. It shows 
a spotted cat curled into a ball and sound 
asleep under a tree peony. In both of these 
paintings the cats are short-haired speci- 


mens, just such cats as have been com-

mon in China in modern times. However, 
in the Freer Gallery there is another paint- 
ing which was made during the fifteenth 
century. It is a rather large picture—about 
three by six feet in size. Shown at the 
right on page seven, it is perhaps the 
earliest painting of longhaired cats,—the 
fur on their backs is very shaggy and their 
tails are large and plumy. 

In the early 1700's a French missionary, 
Pere d’Entrecolles, wrote letters giving 
valuable information concerning the porce- 
lain industry as he observed it in China. 
In a discussion of porcelain lanterns he 
wrote, “I have seen a cat painted after 
life, in the head of which a little lamp 
had been placed to illuminate the eyes, and 
was assured that in the night the rats were 
terrified by it.”

Another porcelain figure of a cat was 
described as being seven and a half inches 
in height, “enameled with a crackled gray 
glaze splashed with transmutation colors 
of bronzelike tones passing into olive- 
brown, to imitate tortoise-shell.” 

Knowing the Chinese love of jade and 
the multitude of uses to which it was put, 
we are not surprised to find a jade cat, 
almost black in hue, and evidently a long- 
haired creature. A snuff bottle in jade is 
also characteristic—the one which here 
comes to our attention being decorated 
with a cat curled up under a Chinese table. 

In North China where the winters are 
very cold with piercing winds there has 
been extensive use of cat for coat linings. 
As this fur was relatively cheap, many 
people could have warm clothing who 
otherwise could not have afforded more 
highly priced furs. 

In recent times Chinese cats have fallen 
on evil days. Amongst the “reforms” of the 
Communists there was one calling for the 
extermination of all rats and mice, and 
along with them the extermination of all 
cats. It was supposed to be a measure to 
conserve food for human consumption. In- 
asmuch as it is extremely difficult to as- 
certain news of what is actually taking 
place in Communist China, it is impossible 
to know just to what extent this decree 
has been carried out. 

The Chinese word for cat is mao, a word 
imitative of the cat's meow. Perhaps it is 
only coincidence that the leader of the 
Chinese Communists is named Mao Tse- 
tung.
